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Foreword 



This bibliography is the third in a series compiled from monthly issues of 
Research in Education. The title has been changed from that of the first two 
publications in the series— Higher Education: A Bibliography of Documents 
Selected from Research in Education -to Current Documents in Higher 
Education: A Bibliography , but the format remain; the same. It includes n 
comprehensive listing of the papers and reports on higher education that 
appeared in the July 1969 through June 1970 issues of RIE. In addition to 
documents abstracted by the ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher Education- 
which is concerned with undergraduate, graduate, and professional educa- 
tion-the bibliography contains studies on higher education that fall within 
the topical scope of other clearinghouses in the ERIC network and therefore 
do not appear under an HE (Higher Education) heading in RiE. Because of 
space limitations, however, we omitted documents on vocational and 
technical education, educational facilities, and junior colleges unless the study 
was directly related to four-year institutions, and specialized curricula. 

Research in Education , the source of this bibliography, contains abstracts 
of all recently completed and ongoing studies supported by the U,S. Office of 
Education, as well as abstracts of other significant reports located by the 
ERIC clearinghouses. The documents are indexed by subject, author, and 
institution. Abstracts of the documents listed in this bibliography appear in 
the issue of RIE referred to in the last line of each entry. Microfiche and 
hard/photo copies of the complete text are usually available from the ERIC 
Document Reprr auction Service (EDRS), National Cash Register Company, 
4936 Fairmont Avenue, Bethesda, Maryland 20014. Payment must accom- 
pany orders of less than five dollars. Documents not available from EDRS 
may be obtained from the institution listed in the entry. 

Because of the volume of material covered in RIE , we thought that 
researchers would appreciate having a single scarce of information on higher 
education. We welcome suggestions that would make these bibliographies 
more useful. In the future, we intend to compile them semi-annually. 
Interested researchers, faculty members, students, and administrators can 
help us include significant and timely documents on higher education by 
sending two copies of appropriate materials to the ERIC Clearinghouse on 
Higher Education, The George Washington University, One Dupont Circle, 
Suite 630, Washington, D.C. 20036.
